CANTON’ RED «MINISTER'S - 
“MURDER, - 


LATEST DETAILS, 


The assassination of Liu Chung- 
oi, the notorious Canton Bolshevik 
—exclusively reported in yester- 
day's “China Mail"—has now been 
estublighed beyond doubt.
